Sixty-fifth Hurled 1 5,000 Tons 
Steel on Huns. 


Coast Artillery Regiment in 
Action 70 Days, Nights. 


Only Three Killed, Ninety. 
nine Wounded, Record.

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 30.—Phile- 
delphia today extended a hearty 
welcome to 2197 men of the Ameri- 
can Expeditionary Force, first of the 
overseas €ontingent to arrive at this 


ford, which sailed from Brest on 
January 15. 

After being entertained at a stand- 
pup luncheon by women in the vari- 
ous war organizations, the veterans 
of many battles on French = soil 
marched to the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road downtown station and en- 
trained this afternoon for Camp Dix.

Organized on the Pacific Coast, 
the Sixty-fifth Regiment is com- 
posed mainly of men from Wash- 
ington, Oregon and California. Col. 
Benjamin H. Kerfoot of Kansas is 
in command. 

The tegiment claims the honor of 
being the only organization of Amer- 
ican troops to fire the British $.2- 
inch howitzer fh action, and is said 
to have handied the heaviest mobile 
armament, outside of the railroad 
mount used by the American 
First Army. The regiment fired 15,- 
600 tons of steel and explosives at 
five different points in the German 
line of defense, all within a period 
of seventy days and nights. 

In artillery parlance, the army ar- 
tillery unite were termed “circus ar- 
tilery” because of their many 
moves. In the case of the Sixty- 
fifth the enormous amount of equip- 


ment carried on each change of po-. 


sition made the title ap- 
plicable. 

Col. Kerfoot said today that in 
the seventy days the Sixty-fifth Regi- 
ment was in action, either firing or 
changing its position, the casualties 
amounted to only three men killed 
and ninety-nine wounded in action. 
His records show that singe the regi- 
ment’s inception there had not been 
a court-martial of eitner an officer 
or enlisted man. Conduct oy all un- 
der fire and in most trying circum- 
stances was most exemplary, he said.

GUARD REGIMENTS SUFFER. 

The fermer Illinois guard officers 
said that the First Battalion of the 


One Hundred and Twenty-ninth, for- 
merly the Third and Fourth Illinois 
National Guards, was practically 
wiped out in a battle In the Argonne 
at what the doughboys cailed “Whiz- 
bang Hill.” They brought back 
with them copies of the genocral or- 
der issued by Maj.-Gen. Bell on the 
day the armistice was signed. This 
order epitomizes the deeds _ per- 
formed by the men from Illinois. It 
follows: 

“The armistice has been signed 
and hostilities have ceased, at least 
for the present. The division com- 
mander takes this opportunity of 
expressing his appreciation and 
pride to all ranks for their efficient 
and effective work. 

“Bhortly after leaving New York 
in May, 1918, the division took its 
station with the British in the de- 
fense of Amiens. On the morning 
of July 4, 1918, part of it attacked 
and Americans for the first time in 
history were associated on the bat- 
tlefield with Australians, winning the 
victory of Hamel, described by the 
commanding general of the Aus- 
tralian troops as ‘a historic event 
of such significance that it will live 
forever in the annals of our re- 
spective nations.’ : 

“The dash and gallantry displayed 
on this occasion was recognized by 
the British commander-in-chief and 
rewarded by the King. The engage- 
ment had far-reaching results. 

“On the 9th of August at Gros- 
saire Wood and Chipelly tho divi- 
sion materially assisted the begin- 
ning of what developed into the final 
British advance and was again hon- 
ored by the British nation. 

“On September 26 and October 9, 
as part of the Firs’ Army of Amer- 
ica, it carried all its objectives in 
the Verdun sector and held the ter- 
ritory won on both sides of the 
Meuse. It has been awarded dec- 
orations by our government and our 
former French corps commander 
has asked that recommendations be 
submitted for Croix de Guerre. Such 
is the record of this division.

No Such Thing as “Peaceful 
Picketing,” Court Says. 


Classes it in Same Category 
with “Chaste Vulgarity.” 


Appellate Ruling Upholds 
San Diego Injunction. 


A solar plexus blow was dealt the 
favorite doctrine of the labor un- 
ions, that there is such a thing as 
“peaceful picketing,” by a dicision 
handed down yesterday by .the 
Second Division of the District 
Court of Appeal. The judgment 
was written by Judge Thomas, and 
concurred in by Judges Finlayson 
and Sloane, the last-named jurist 
having issued thé injunction. that 
formed the basis ‘of the appeal, 
when sitti on the Superior Court 


bench in Diego county. 
“Peaceful picketing!” says the 
court in its decision. ‘There is no 


such thing, if the term is intended 
to apply to the facts as they are 
shown to be by the record in this 
case at bar. There can no more be 
peaceful picketing than chaste vul 
garity, ful mobbing or lawfu 
lynching.” 

The case was that of H. J. 
Moore and G. 8. Moore, partners, 


San Diego, against the Cooks’, 
Waiters’ and Waltresses’ Union. It 
was brought up on appeal by the de- 
fendants from a judgment rendered 
by Superior Judge W. A. Sloane, to 
enjoining the defendants from pick- 
eting the place of business of the 
Plaintiffs. The patrol was main- 
tained from February 26, 19157 to. 
December 7, 1915, when the injunc- 
tion took effect.

Trafficking in War Savings 
Stamps and Certificates has reached 
the point where the Postoffice De- 
partment has interfered to stop the 
tradé, if possible, under instructions 
received yesterday by Postmaster 
Brown. 

Third Assistant Postmaster-Gen- 
eral A. M. ery, in the communi- 
cation, says:

by unscrupulous persons to buy War 
Savings Certificate stamps, and, as 
a result of such offers, | am informed 
that owners of sucn securities have 
suffered materia] losses which would 
have been avoided by redemption of 
the War Savings Certificate Stamps, 
at the postoffice, as provided by 
law. 

“In order that the owners of War 
Savings Certificate Stamps of either 
series may be safeguarde.', I hereby’ 
notify all persons to refrain from 
offers to buy War Savings Stampe or : 
accept the same in trade.” ~* 

The instructions further provide 
that no War Savings Certificate may 
be redeemed where the names of the 
owners have been omitted, erased | 
or changed, since, under the regu- 
lations, they are not transferable, 
and are payable only to the origina! 
purchaser. 

Furthermore, postmasters are in- 
structed not to pay ror War Savings 
Certificates or Stamps presented by 
persons or firms knowa to be buy- 
ing or publicly offering to buy War 
Savings Stamps or Certificates from 
the owners, unless positive evidence 
is submitted ghowing that the per- 
demption were the oviginal pur- 
chasers.

HE EIGHTEENTH AMENDMENT. 
Acting Secretary Polk of the State 
Department certified on Wednesday to the 
formal ratification of the Kighteenth Amend- 
ment to the Federal Constitution, probibit- 
ing the transportation or sale of intoxt- 
cating liquors for beverage purposes in any 
territory under the jurisdiction of the 
United States 

Before this amendment could become ef- 
fective it had to be ratified by three-fourths 
of the States, and before Demon Rum can 
come back it will be necessary for three- 
fourths of the States to agree to a repeal of 
that amendment. All of which means that 
national prohibition will probably abide with 
us for a few generations. The amendment 

becomes operative on January 16, 1920. 
Chief opposition to the national prohibti- 
tion amendment has come from the Atlantic 
Coast. New York and Pennsylvania have 
_ always opposed prohibition by big majort- 
ties; they held out to the end against ratifi- 
cation; but as soon as the amendment had 
once passed Congress, New York with its 
millions of votes counted for no more than 
Nevada with its thousands. The prohibitory 
amendment passed Congress fourteen 
months before it was ratified by the States; 
the period of consideration by the States is 
the shortest on record. The Federal income 


four years before it was finally ratified. 
Curiously enough, there is no limitation in 
the Constitution concerning the time which 
the States shall take to cohsider amend- 
ments to the Federal Constitution: some 
authorities have held that an amendment 
might hang fire for a generation and still be 
legally ratified. 

A number of interesting questions concern- 
ing the scope of the amendment have al- 
ready arisen. Does the term “jurisdiction” 
include any territory over which the United 
States exercises a protectorate? If it does,. 
then any German colonies placed under the 
supervision of the United States would be- 
come automatically dry. Will foreign em- 
bassies be so many oases in the great Amer- 
ican desert, The laws of the countries they 
represent are in effect in tke quarters ac- 
tually occupied by the embassies; under 
what interpretation of the law can liquor be 
eliminated? if the embassies remain ‘wet” 
territory, their popularity will be enhanced 
a thousand-fold, at least until the present 
generation with its thirst shall pass. 


. G POR THE SOLDIERS. 

As a usual thing, when the war is won 
the soldiers are left to shift for themselves. 
In Old England the men who fought with 
Raleigh and Drake were pitched out/to be 
vagabonds; and after Waterloo, the tramps 
of England were largely tecruited from vic- 
torious troops. America has, too, until the 
present, not fittingly appreciated the care 
that should be given the returned soldier. It 
is well enough to cheer him, to fete him, to 
slap him on the back. But what he wants is 
a job—preferably his old job. 

And that is precisely the sort of interest 
that authorized committees are taking in 
him. Also some that are not authorized. 
The government is concerned. The Soldiers’ 
and Sailors’ Replacement Committee, of 
which John H. Harrison is the Federal rep- 
resentgtive in charge of the work locally, 
is conducting a judicious campaign. It isn't 


recognition of itself. It is working, visiting 
employers, explaining, and doing much to 
aid soldiers who are out of work and cannot 
get it. 
The Secretary of the Interior, Mr. Lane, 
with far vision, is preparing to create a job 
every soldier who needs it. There is 
great reconstruction and development work 
to be done. Men are needed, and as it

It is foolish for any man, or any woman, 
to give assistance to any proGerman “re- 
lief” or “welcoming” movement, not sub- 
ordinate to the Federal committee and un- 
der the government's direction. It is not 
only foolish, but it is almcst certain to cheat 
the soldier out of his benefits. Such disper- 
sion of energy can only lead to muddling 
and confusion. Help the soldiers to be re- 
stored to their homes and to their jobs. For 
the glory of America, and as a little prac- 
tical appreciation of what they have done 
for us, we must do that for them. But it 
cannot be honestly, sensibly, or effectively 
done except through the authorized com- 
mittees. Beware of the pro-German fakers!

Of the three European powers that will 
have most say im the final disposition of 
things at the conference Italy is less in line 
with the new policy which rejects an un- 
moral and unnational “dalance.of-power” 


the final motive which gave strength to 
Italian patriotism was the redemption of 


Austria—the existence of an Italia Irreden- 
ta—yet her statesmen haye long set their 
mind on having an Adriatic wholly in Ital- 
jan hands. And their claim seems to clash 
at once with Jugo-Slav and Greek national 
aims. So open is the eastern coast of the 
Peninsula to attack from the other side of 
the Adriatic; which contains all the good 
ports, that an imperialistic dominance of 
the whole sea is demanded. Already under 
the armistice Italian troops are occupying 
Northern Dalmatia, which contains “ports 
that properly belong to the Jugo-Slavs. In 
fact Italy entered the war under a secret 
agreemient with France, Great Britain and 
Russia by which she was promised this 
whole district. The Jugo-Slavs are already 

When the war opened less than five years 
ago Italy was tied to an alliance that was 
unnatural and justifiable only on the old 
balance-of-power policy. Desiring to be 
dominant fn the Mediterranean, she found 
France claiming the whole North African 
coast as far as Egypt. This jealousy of 
French expansion aligned her with German 
imperialism, and the Triple Alliance was 
formed. ‘She made a deal with Austria, 
then powerful in the Adriatic, and was 
backed by Germany in her invasion of Tunis 
and her seizure from the Turks of the 
African littoral lying across from Sicily. 
This Tunisian war, which it is difficult to 
justify, left her also in possession of Rhodes 
and other islands properly belonging a 
greater Greece; they are indeed ep per 
Graecia Irredenta. Greece has also claims 
to Epirus and the shores south of the Adri- 
atic that may glash with Italian imperial- 
ism. 


When President Wilson recently Visited 
Réme he received an extraordinary ovation 
from high and low, as if they would em- 
phasize the sentimental ties that bind to- 
gether the two countries. It is doubtful 
whether he will be much influenced by sen- 
timental, considerations where the issues 
are 80 ¢ased on realities of race and na- 
tionality. It is true that the cause of Ital- 
fan nationality has always been popular in 
this country and the heart of the kindly 
Italian people is ‘with the English-speaking 
nations. So much was done for the Italy 
of Garibaidi and Mazzini sixty years ago 
by England and Englishmen—Gladstone 
particularly among them—that an essential 
kindness remains. From the very begin- 
ning of the war it was certain that in any 
case ftaly would not fight against England. 
And yet there are elements of the selfish 
conception of the state in Italian patriot- 
ism which may not be altogether ih har- 
mony with the best American ideals. The 
nation has had to fight for her life against 


,® powerful priestcraft and does not in any 


way identify religion and politics. And it 


must be remembered that Italy was the 


country which gave birth to Machiavelli, 


statecraft have been carried forward to 
their legitimate development by another 
very modern state, with its headquarters at 
Berlin. Moreover, Italy saw in 1860 two 
of her home provinees go to France—Savoy 
and Nice—as a tribute for help received 
in her war for independence. No wonder 
she is not a sentimentalist in the final is- 
sue qf the disposition of territory. 

France and England are, however, Italy's 
first and oldest friends.

UR FOREIGN CREDITS. 


The United States is facing industrial, . 


financial and commercial problems which 
are inberent in our condition as a creditor 
country and which cannot be solved accord- 
ing to the rules and theories which apply 
to the debtor nations of Hurope. Our gov- 
ernment has loaned about $10,000,000,000 to 
the Allied nations. The interest payments 
amount to $500,000,000 a year. Now the in- 
teresting question arises, how are those 
joans to be repaid? 

There is no question of insolvent debtors; 
but here is the rub: those loans represent 
almost wholly goods sold by this country to 
the Allies; ‘we gave them not money but 
goods. As the total production of gold in 
the world outside the United States is but 
$400,000,000 annually, it is plain that our 
Allies will repay those loans, not in money 


‘but in goods. The United States is now the 


only great creditor nation; as the payment 
of debts is @iways in goods or labor—for 
gold is but the medium of exchange and is 
not in itself a repaymernt—it is apparent 
that if we should attempt to collect ayr 
debts now the country would be swamped 
with foreign goods, home industry would be 
destroyed and we would be paralyzed by 
our own wealéh. 

George E, Roberts of the National City 
Bank gf New York pointed out some of the 
perils of a creditor nation in an address de- 
livered recently before the Investment 
Bankers’ Association of America. He em- 
phasized the distinction between wealth and 
prosperity “and sounded a warning lest we 
make our country “the best country in the 
world to sell goods in and the poorest coun- 
try in the world to sell goods from.” He 
warned the labor unions that the wants of 
a people always increase faster than its abil- 
ity to fill them and that, consequently, their 
idea that there is only a limited amount of 
work to be done is fundamentally wrong. 


‘He also voiced an economic truth that punc- 


tures in a single sentence the theories of 
the parlor Socialists and Bolsheviki: “The 
condition of the masses will never be im- 


proved by paralyzing industry in efforts to 


divide the existing stock of wealth; for 
the existing stock in itself is of small 
importance; it is the constant and efficient 
employment of al! the agencies of produc- 
tion, and the regular and increasing flow of 
goods to the market, which concerns the 
public?

HE “BITE” IN 


_ 


T°HOSE who are looking for some- 

thing real in a League of Nw 
tions to preserve peace, in creat- 
ing sanctions for internatiénal. law, 
justice and equity may well feel 
concerned ovér the developments in 
Paris. Such persons have based 


their hopes on the psychological | 


effects of the horrors of the war 
upon all nations which should make 
them willing to concede much to 
achieve the main object, of the war. 
They have counted on securing a 
covenant between the members of 
the league to unite whenever neces- 
sity may arise and the powerful 
members of the league to compel 
compliance with judgments of the 
league and to suppress recalcitrant 
members faithless to the principles 
of the league and to their obliga- 
tions. They can hardly be blamed 


for so doing, in view of President 
Wilson's words, ‘as follows: 

“I pray God that if this contest 
have no other result, it will at least 
have the result of creating an in- 
ternational tribune and producing 
some sort of joint guaranty of 
peace on the part of the great na- 
tions of the world. Now, let us 
suppose that we have formed a 
family of nations and that family 
of nations says ‘the world is not 
going to have any more wars of 
this sort withoutat least first go- 
ing through certain processes to 
show whether there is anything in 
its case or not.” If you say, ‘we 
shall not have any war’ you have 
got to have the force to make the 
‘shall’ bite. And the rest of the 
world, if America takes part in 
this thing, will have the right to ex- 
pect from ber that she can con- 
tribute her element of force to the 
general understanding. Surely that 


‘fs not a militaristic ideal. That is 


a very practical ideal.” 

The indorsement of these views 
by Mr. Lloyd George was as fol- 
lows: 

“The best security for peace will 
be that the nations will band them- 
selves together to punish the peace 
breaker.” 

Asquith’s comment on the 
President's views was as follows: 

“The President held out to his 
hearers the prospect of an era 
when the civilization of mankind, 
banded together for the purpose, 
will make it their joint and several 
duty to repress by their united au- 
thority and, if need be, by their 
combined naval and military forces 
any wanton or aggressive invasion 
of the peace of the world. It ig a 
fine ideal, which must arouse all 
our sympathies.” 


ROM these statements of this 

ideal, it is a descending climax 
now to hear that no member of the 
league is to bind itself to unite its 
forces with any other in enforcing 
the judgments of the league court 
or in punishing the peace breaker. 
We are now to depend on moral 


force or the exercise of an eco-. 


nomic boycott, and on the general 
public opinion ‘of the world, If 
a nation which is interested .in a 
judgment in its bebalf desires, it ts 
to be given the right to go to war 
to enforce it. We have. still the 
wonderful and eloquent preaching 
of the ideal of a League of Na- 
tions while we see its strength and 
“bite.” to usé Mr. Wilson's expres- 
sion, fading into merely moral 
aspirations and moral sanctions 
This is doubtless in part due to 
the difficulties that the nations now 
sitting around the council board 
in Paria are having in maintaining 
their armies. After four years of 
war, the pressure of the men en: 
gazed in it to be released from 
their military duty is so strong that 
the powers cannot resist it. That 


is probably the explanation of the 


very weak policy adopted in re- 
spect to the Bolsheviki. The con- 
gress certainly would not have run 
the risk of exposing its members 
to just criticism, had they not felt 
deeply the difficulty confronting 
them in sending an adequate force 
to Russia to stamp out the con- 
tagion, to rescue the CzechoSlovaks 
and give Russia a chance.

Should those who have expected 
a real “bite” (to repeat Mr. Wil- 
son’s expression in the League of 
Nations) be discouraged? _Insti- 
tutions like the League of Nations 
which represent an advance in 
civilization are created by the ne- 
cessity of the situation. They are 
often forced by developments in the 
solution of a particular problem. 
This present League of Nations of 
the great powers who are drafting 
this treaty have only begun to ccn- 


‘sider the question of maintaining 


the status quo which the treaty is 
to create. This status quo will 
include the launching of some six 
independent states as a means of 
housing in Germany, German 
Austria and Hungary. They are 
to prevent the possibility of affy 
revival of German militaristic plans 
for Teutonic Middle Europe or Asia 
Minor. Their maintenance as in- 
dependent states, however, will be 
a problem to which the Allies will 
have to give constant attention. 
Their internal instability, due to 
lack of experience in self-govern- 
ment of their peoples, must be safe 
guarded. The resentments and 
bitternesses that will crop out in 
all their dealings and relations with 
the Germans, and even between one 
another, must be provided against. 
The Balkans will be another sort of 
disturbance to peace which must be 
kept wnder control. All the Is- 
sues, thus threatened. must he de- 
cided by a tribunal, with authority 
supported by real power, and mere 


moral impulse will not be enough 
to maintain tranquillity and success-

seem to be anxious to convince 
everybody that while the League of 
Nations is a beautiful idea and in- 
spires emotion when urged as Presl- 
dent Wilson urged it in the congress 
at Saturday's session, neverthe- 
less its covenants are not going 
to involve any trouble or obligation 
or burden for the United States but 
will permit complete freedom of 
action or withholding of action 
when war shall come again. 

Lord Robert Cecil is reported to 
have suggested a court to which all 
justiciable questions are to be sub- 
mitted, while nonjusticiable ques- 
tions leading to trouble are to go 
to a council of conciliation. This 
is accompanied, however, by the 
notable proviso that every nation 
may determine for itself whether 
the question threatening war. is 
justiciable or not. This is equiva- 
lent to saying that every nation may 
keep out of the court of the league 
if it chooses, no matter what the 
issue. The court is thus to be con- 
stituted to decide questions which 
both quarreling nations are willing 
to submit to it. It is thus as ef- 
fective as the present voluntary 
arbitration of The Hague tribunal 
and no more. If now, every pro- 
posal with a “bite” in it is to be 
weakened to ineffectiveness, the 
common peoples of France, England, 
Italy and the United States, who 
have been looking upon the league 
as a real machine with the “bite” 
in it to prevent future wars, may 
well feel there has been much 
thundering in the index about the 
League of Nations without tangible 
result. If the league is only to be 
an agreement to confer over any 
breach of peace by the nations and 
will not even bind nations to sub- 
mit legal differences to a court, the 
man in the street will not put much 
faith in fine words in the future. 
But we may still be hopeful that 
when those who are responsible 
for the work in Paris come to 
formulate the machinery of the 
League of Nations to meet the real 
problems that must present them- 
selves immediately after the sign- 
ing of peace they will put more 
“bite” into the league.

It is a certainty that lower living 
costs both for food and other neces- 
fities would be welcomed by every- 
one in Los Angeles, dealers and con- 
tumers alike. but there is a good 
deal of feeling throughout both the 
wholesale and retail trades over 
abortive attempts to create an im- 
Pression that radical price cuts are 
imminent. It is claimed by jobbers 
and retailers that this misinfcrma- 
tion tends to create cissatisfaction 
and discontent, and to make _ the 
public. believe that in some subtle 
way it is being swindled. 

As has been repeatedly pointed 
out in this department, there is cer- 
tain to be an ultimate decline in 
commodity prices. There may even 
be an early decline tn many lines, 
but this will be se gradual that no 
perceptible jolt will be given the 
consumer, So long as the labor situa- 
tion remains as wunsettied ase it is 
just now, and so long as raw te- 
rial and transportation cha } are 
as high as they are, and so@icng as 
the overseas requirements are as 
great as they are, it would be folly 
"Oo anticipate any radical revision 
downward. Butter, cheese, eggs, and 
a little later, meats, will go down. 
These are governed by — 
rather than artificial law, and the 
supp is very largely out of the 
jurisdiction the aealer. 

National Aszociation of 
Clothiers has joined in the protest 
and announces that prices for spring 
and fall of 1919 wiil be alightly 
higher than those which have been 
prevailing. Unreascnable demands of 
labor, accompanied by etrikes in the 
Kast. have increased the production 
} and precluded the possibility 
of establishing a dower cost scale. 
There will, however, de a wider 
range of styles. Practically the same 
situation exists in rezard to shoes, 
hats and other clothing. 

This price question is perhaps the 
most interesting nuw before tha 
public. It affects ever sone, and there 
are more inquiries as to probable 
readjustment along thie line than 
any other. In support of the views 
which have been expressed and 
which are those of a number of lo- 
eal dealers and tinarciers, an ex- 
pert reviewer for the Mechanics’ 
and Metals’ National Bank of New 
York says: 

“Although ces In general may 
vield, now that the extraordinary 
demands of the war are ended, they 
will not decline rapidiv, but rather 
for an indefinite period .. 
Prices are under the dominance of 
these two factors-—shortage of goods 
and inflation of currency and credit 
-—and will move accordingly. They 
will return to what we may call 
normal only when the world’s short- 
age of goods is made up and when 
at least a part of the world’s cur- 
rency and credit iwiation is correct- 
Indications are that 
the 
very 


gradual and not sudden.” 

Now that the white light of pub- 
licity has been permitted to shine 
in upor the packing industry, the 
sentiment expressed by Mr. Edward 
Morris, president of Morris & Com- 
pany, made before the Committee

Morrie makes the follow- 
ing pertinent and thought-compell- 
ing remark: ; 

“A great deal has been said and 
written in this country about equa]- 
ity of opportunity.

in railroad rates was made yester- 
flay to the State Railfoad Commis- 
gion by the Commercial Board of 
Los Angeles, an organizati rep- 
resenting more than 100 of the big- 
gest shippers in the Southwest. 
Members of the Bishop & RBayler 
Company, traffic managers for the 
Commercial Board, dec!.red yester- 
day that no reason for the puDlica- 
tion of an increase in rates, other 
than for the sake of uniformity, has 
been given. 

Shippers affiliated with the Com- 
mercial Board assert that the pro- 
posed rates will wreck their busi- 
ness, and points out that the new 
rates, if they become effective, will 
double and even triple those which 
existed in June, 1918. For example, 
the rate between Los Angeles and 
the harbor on first-class freight in 
June, 1918, was 12 cents per 100 
pounds. The Kailroad Administra- 
tipn rate at present is 25 cents, and 
the proposed rate will be 33 cents. 
Retween 1.08 Angeles and San 
Diego first-class was 40 cents; is 59 
cents, and would be 60 cents, while 
fourth-class was 20 cents: is 25 
cents and would be 26 cents. Be- 
tween here and Sacramento the 
rate on first-class rreight was «6 
; Is 75 cents and would be 
The rate between Los An- 
geles ané San Francisco was 40 
cents; is now 75 cents and would he 
$1.32 per 100 pounds. 

‘In its petition .o the State Rafil- 
road Commission, asking that the 
Interstate Commerce ‘ommission 
and the State commussion be rein- 
vested with authoricy to adjust 
freight rates, the Commercial Board 


says: 

“Now that hostilities have ceased 
we believe that with the return of 
normal conaitions the recesstty for 


powers and fun ns in order that 
the rights and interests of the ship- 
pers may be sareguarded by full 
and competent investigation of all 
proposed rate changes during the 
interim between the present time 
and the adoption of national legis- 
lation that will define the future 
status of the carriers. As your 
honorable body was created by the 
State of California with protection 
of the shippers’ rights as one of the 
in view, we respectfully call 
upon you to resume your activities 
for the control and regulation of 
intrastate rates and to investigate 
to the fullest extent the advisabtl- 
itv and justice of the proposed in- 
creases through the power vested 
in your body by the Constitution of 
the State and the Public Utilities 
Act.”

Edward T. Pierce. 


NOTED EDUCATOR IS 
SUMMONED BY DEATH. 


DR. EDWARD T. PIERCE, FOR- 
MER HEAD OF STATE NOR- 
MAL PASSES, 


In the death of Dr. Edward. T. 
Pierce at his residence in Sierra 
Madre yesterday, Southern Califor- 
nia lost one of its earliest and fore- 
most educators. He enjoyed the dis- 
tinction of having been president of 
two State Normal schools in this 
State, having headed the Normal 
School at Chico from 1889 to 1893 
and the Los Angeles State Normal 
School from 1893 to 1904. He was 
the first superintendent of schools in 
Pasadena, and two years ago he 
taught citizenship in the Los Angeles 


} public schools. 


Dr. Pierce was born in Meredith 
Square, New York, in 1851. He was 
educated at Walton Academy, and 


Norma! School, and for several years 
thereafter he served as principal of 
schools in New York and New 
Jersey cities. 

Union College at Albany, N. Y., 
conferred its dezree of L.L.B. upon 
him in 1877. That same year he 
was married to Miss Isabel Woodin, 
and in 1881 they came West, pur- 
chasing a large tract of land near 
Sierra Madre and deciding to spend 
the remainder of their lives on the 
ranch. 

Soon after their arrival at Sierra 
Madre, Dr. Pierce was persuaded to 
become teacher of the little schom& 
at Santa Anita. He continued im 
thet capacity two years, and was 
then called to Pasadena to become 

principal of the Wilson school—the 
only one there at the time. Four 
years later he was made superin- 
tendent of schools in the Crown 
City, and he practically founded the 
present magnificent school system of 
Pasadena. 

In 1889 he was elected president 
of the State Normal Schoo! in Chico, 
and while there he came into prom!- 
nence, being recognized as one of 
the Coast’s leading educators. After 
three successful years there, he be- 
came president of the Los Angeles 
State Normal School, a pasition he 
filled with great credit to himself 
for eleven véars. Upon his retire- 


Pte from that position he and Mrs. 


jerce made an extended tour of 
Europe. After that he devoted his 
attentions to ranching, with the ex- 
ception of one year spént in teach- 


widow, Mrs, Isabel Pierce, and a 
daughter, Mrs. bora Pierce of 
Sierra Maare: a sister, Mrs. Kath- 
erine Pierce Wheat, and six broth- 
ers, who are Herbert, Charles, W1Il- 
liam, Mareus, Fred and Clarence 
Pierce, all of Los Angeles. 

Funeral services will be conduct- 
ed at the family residence in Sierra 
Madre Saturday afternoon at 2 
o’clock by the pastor of the Pres- 
byterian Church. A brother, Rev. 
Charies C. Pierce of this city, who 
also assisted at the funeral services 
of his father and mother and a 
younger brother, will deliver a brief 
eulogy. Interment will be private, at 
Hollywood Cemetery.

and Corrections in Los Angeles and 
at Ventura, early this month. Be- 
cause of the nature of the charges, 
the club women urged that the 
board's findings be given the public 
as speedily as possible, and when 
action seemed tardy pressure was 
brought to bear on the board to as- 
certain the cause. Mr. Kinney there- 
fore appeared at the office of the 
board tn the Union League Build- 
ing ana requested that the newspa- 
pers be asked to publish his: state- 
ment, 
FINDINGS AWATT REPORT. 
“My son, who reported the hear- 
.” he sald, “was taken sick im- 
mediately upon his return from Ven- 
tura. He is now confined to my 
home at Santa Monica. I am not 
aware of the nature of his iliness, 
but, despite the fact that he hes 
endeavored to complete this record 
without any delay, he will not be 
able to for several days. Yn the 
meantime I have asked the Board 
of Charities and Corrections to be 


its findings as to the charges against 
the institution will not be forth- 
coming.
